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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

3. Claims 1-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1-24 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,622,142. This is a double patenting rejection. 

4. Claims 26-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claims 26-34, the claimed invention is a method of improving correspondence 
between plurality of segments in a dataset of hierarchical database. All the steps that 
follows preamble are steps that can be performed manually. Since the claimed invention 
is not limited to practical application, the claimed invention is non-statutory. Applicant 
can overcome the rejection by amending the claimed to read a computer-implemented 
method. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 25 recites the limitation "correlating and ordering according to method of 
claim 5" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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10. Claims 26-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sockut et al. (Patent # 6,026,412). 

Regarding claims 26, 32-34, Sockut et al. teaches the claimed method of improving 
correspondence as shown in fig 5. 

Determining the future relative address of the plurality of segments is shown in fig 5, 
element 504, wherein future RBA (Relative Byte Address) is recorded in relation to new 
location. 

Recording the present relative address of the segments is shown in fig 5, element 502, 
wherein the present RBA is recorded. 

Replacing the present RBA with future RBA is described in col. 7, lines 63-67, wherein 
the data is loaded in to new area from the old area, that is equivalent to the claimed 
replacing step. 

Correlating step is described in col. 8, lines 1-10, wherein Sockut et al. teaches 
mapping between old and new RIDS, so that the data is recorded accurately to the new 
location. The data is loaded to new location as described in col. 8, lines 1-7 and col. 8, 
lines 19-20. 

Sockut et al does not specifically teach determining first selected algorithmic order as 
claimed. However, Sockut et al. teaches the reorganization is performed in a log 
sequence as described in col. 2, lines 5-7. The broadest reasonable interpretation of 
algorithmic order is a sequence of events. Therefore it would have been obvious for a 
person with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate 
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organization in selected sequence because it provides structured backup, which is 
always desired. 

Regarding claims 27, 28, Sockut et al. teaches the claimed invention of loading 
segments in second algorithmic order or different sequence is described in col. 9, lines 
27-30, wherein Sockut et al teaches different sequence of backing up data. The data 
can be loaded in same sequence, i.e. first sequence.
